When Mr. Calles says that not a 


single case of injury of foreign 
in- 


vestment through the operation of 
the new laws has been proved, the 
impression is derived here r.'iat he 
means by the same token, though hi 
a negative way. to give assurance 
that Mexico does not intend to con- 
fiscate American, property. 


The use of the word "prox-ed" is 


noted and it is believed that Presi- 
dent Calles regards the c'mfisca'.ory 
action of his'department of Interior as 
hardly a final step because the feder- 
al supreme _court has not yet sus- 
tained the action. In other words, if 
the Mexican supreme court should, 
by a series of deck-ions, invalidate 
what the department of interior has 
done, the Mexican president's state- 
ment will be in effect that no 
confiscatory action can be proved 
against Mexico. He regards the litiga 
tion as merely a debate-on the^ mean- 
ing of existing laws. s* 
*" * 


WAIT MEXICAN ACTION 


The "indecision" to which Mr. Calles 


refers Is undoubtedly the attitude of 
•watchful waiting which the Coolidge 
administration 
has adopted 
toward 


Mexico. The government here has 
said all that it is going to say on the 
legal and technical questions of law 
that have arisen and is waiting to see 
exactly how 
Mexico will fulfill 
her 


promises that she does not intend to 
confiscate American oil properties. 


While here and there instances of 


confiscation have been brought to the 
attention of the Mexican authorities, 
the American government realizes thaf 
the broad issue is still in the courts. 
If there is any indecision, it is in Mex- 
ico. 


There are intimations that Mexico is 


concerned over the probable policy of 
the United States if the court's deci- 
sion should be adverse to American in- 
terests, but on the whole officials here 
were gratified that the speech of Pres- 
ident Calles recognized fully the im- 
portance of good relations between the 
United States and her neighbor. It :s 
realized also that the Mexican presi- 
dent for home consumption could not 
make a speech which would show that 
Mexico had yielded to American pres- 
sure. 


PROMOTES UNDERSTANDING 
On the whole, those who are familiar 


with Mexican affairs looked upon the 
speech of Mr. Calles as containing- the 
basis of an understanding, provided, 
of course, that the subordinate 
offi- 


cials in the Mexican government did 
not resort to quibbles 
over legal 


phrases. For man/ months for ex- 
ample, the Mexican officials have been 
saying that they never had or never 
would "confiscate"* American oil prop- 
erties. This only meant, however, 
that the Mexican government did not 
regard the taking away of a legal 
title and giving in exchange a 50-year 
lease as meaning "confiscation." 


The American oil companies, on the 


other hand, pointed out that 
under 


Mexican law only Mexican corpora- 
tions could lease oil lands, so that the 
move was merely a step to force 
American companies 
to incorporate 


under the new Mexican law. when 
they would, of course, lose their rights 
as American citizens and be subject 
to whims of changing Mexican admin- 
istrations. 


It Is for this "reason that when the 


Mexican president says no concrete 
tvidencc of Injury to American proper- 
«rties through tl.c operation of oil laws 
has been "proved." the disposition 
to believe that he meant that ihe su- 
preme court o!

"Flood protection work should never 


be sacrificed to water power," 
Mr. 


Mead continued, "and for this reason 
water power developments cannot be 
expected to bear any expense of in- 
stalling or maintaining flood control 
installations. 
The reservoirs 
in the 


head waters of river systems installed 
for improving water power operation 
effect flood conditions favorably but 
have almost a negligible effect." 


"To the popular mind, the reservoir 


will solve not only the flood problem 
but will also solve problems of main- 
taining the low water flow of streams 
for water supply, navigation, irriga- 
tion, and water 
power purposes as 


well. As a matter of fact, when reser- 
voirs are possible they can be- used 
mainly for one purpose 
only as the 


various uses are to a considerable ex- 
tent antagonistic." 


"Reservoirs "for flood protection must 


be of sufficient size to impound 
all 


flood waters which are in excess of the 
capacity of the stream channel: and if 
they are to be of the greatest advan- 
tage for flood protection must be emp- 
tied as rapidly as the capacity of the 
channel will permit them to discharge 
their waters A> that they will be avail- 
able to impound the waters of the 
next flood." 


"Reservoirs can never be made the 


general panacea for all river control 
problems which they are popularly 
supposed to solve." 


"If flood potection. reservoirs are to 


be utilized also for water power stor- 
age, they must be so increased,in ca- 
pacity that the flood waters may be 
promptly discharged after being col- 
lected so that the capacity for a new 
flood will' be available and additional 
capacity for water power storage pur- 
poses still maintain. The danger would 
be that the flood waters would be held 
for water power purposes and a second 
flood would f nd no reservoir capacity 
available, and 
might cause even 


greater loss than if no flood reservoir 
had been 
constructed, 
as it might 


overflow and destroy the partially fill- 
ed reservoir and bring down on the 
valley a flood in excess of any that 
would otherwise occur."

Big, blustering New York soon wil 


have triumphed once more over th 
quiet stubborn Hudson. 


"With tho imminent opening of the 


Hollajid Vehicular Tunnel to swarming 
automobiles, Manhattan 
Island wil 


be linked to tho mainland in a man 
ncr affording long-bought convenience 
and rapid movement. 


To tho Hudson and the harbor a 


its mouth, Xew York owes much, i 
not all. of its commercial supremacy 
But tho Hudson, too, has been ^t< 
blamo for certain woes — retarded in 
ter-city trailic, wasted time, rasping 
of travelers' nerves. 


There have been the railway and 


trolley tubes under the Hudson, to 
bo sure, but more and more are peo 
pie transporting themselves and their 
goods by automobile these days. 


To motorists. New York has been 


accessible from the "Jersey side"— 
and vice versa—only by ferry- That 
method of crossing the river is falo\\ 
at best and during rush traffic hours 
it is a most unsatisfactory one. 


Now twin tunnels under the Hud 


son are almost ready to accommodate 
automobile traflic to a maximum of 
46,000 cars each 24 hours. 


COSTLY VICTORY 


Its new triumph over the river cosl 


tho city plenty in men and money. 
Of the three original engineers of the 
tunnel project, only 
one 
remains 


alive; to the strain and worry of the 
struggle the deaths of the 
others 


•were attributed. Workmen were killed 
and injured in .numbers and nearly 
fifty millions of dollars 
and seven 


long years of time were spent. 


But that the city held all,this cheap 


as a. price of conquest is evident. It 
is making equally pretentious plans 
to strengthen 
the tie to the main 


land with the world's greatest bridge. 
Work on the bridge starts about the 
time the tunnel opens. 


An epic of engineering, as well as 


land's triumph over water, was the 
tunnel's construction. It was started 
by the sinking of four caissons, two 
on each shore. From these, working 
shields started boring toward 
each 


other, under the river's bed. 
•' Great steel 
cylinders, 
subdivided 


.Into* chambers containing compressed 
air, backed the shields. This pres 
sure afforded the "sand hogs" the pro- 
'tection of an aerial bulwark in which 
they worked in safety while digging 
and, blasting paths 
for the shields 


through the rock and muck of the 
river bottom. 


OVER MILE LONG 


Hydraulic 
jacks 
with 
combined 


thrust of 6,000 tons moved the shields 
forward as the tunneling progressed. 
And as they moved, the twin tubes 
•were constructed behind them, two 
and a half feet at a time, by means 
of giant cast iron rings of that width, 
•"bolted one to the other until mid- 
'river was reached and the out-mov 
JPJJ sections joined. 
Their junction 


was exact — to the fraction of an 
inch. 


From the downtown

York 


mouths of the bores to where they 
debouch upon the tunnel approaches 
in Jersey City is 9250 feet, 5480 of 
which lie in the river bed itself.

THE HEAD NURSE ENCOUNTERS THE CHI 
The* nurse writes that she reads my articles fre- 


quently though sometimes she misses out on them. 
She thinks I am umlcrtaknlg; a tremendous job tty- 
inir to educate the. public in health and medicine. 
With tins preamble the nurse settles down to her 
knitting: 


"TaHc for example the so called "cold." Yott try to 


instill in patients' minds that It is contagious, that 
bein;r exposed to the elements does not produce the 
"cri." Give them one's own personal observation, 
and advise them to \\atch closely the next time any. 
thinpr like that happens to them and sec if they 
can't lay the blame elsewhere than to exposure of 
some kind. They are almost convinced, when alons 
comes one of the doctors with a nice sappy nose, 
hoarseness of voicce. etc.. and one remarks: "Why 
doctor, where did you set the cri?" 
and ho re- 


plies "What do you mean, my cold?—Oh. I attend- 
ed a funeral yesterday and it was pretty cbld and 
this is what I have brousrht back." If one ven- 
tures to say "Why, doctor, I though such illness 
came from contact with some person who had 
the infection," the doctor, being: very younp, scarce- 
ly out of his internship, merely goes on his rounds 
and leaves the patients to smile at the nurse's 
mistake. Useless after that, to try to make the pa- 
tients understand that the so called "cold" is an in- 
fection, or to try to teiich them how such infec- 
tions occur. 


The same is true with the average nurse one 


works with. The hospital or sick room windows 
must be partially or nearly closed and the patient 
warned about taking cold, and if one tries to give 
the patient a different viewpoint the patient thinks 
one radic.il." 
Sure! The whole world, except here and there 


another radical, takes some such view of the teach- 
er or preacher of modern hygiene. The whole 
world is pretty well soaked with antiquated no- 
tions, superstitions and belief and naturally resents 
having any of these superstitions or notions threat- 
ened or exploded. 


The sappy young doctor the nurse refers to is 


fairly typical of the general 
run 
of physicians. 


Very few practicing physicians are quite free of the 
superstition that cold weather or dampness some- 
how makes people sick—they refuse to define the 
sickness, but no one who entertains similar notions 
cares for a definition. Every sap knows, or thinks 
he knows, precisely -what a "cold" is. even though 
no doctor or health authority dare define it. Then, 
too, we. must remember that the patient who is con- 
tent with a diagnosis of "cold" is easy on the doc- 
tors nerve. He doesn't have to worry over the ac- 
tual diagnosis if the patient is not curious to find 
out what really ails him. 
This factor must be 


taken into consideration, whether the doctor be a 
young tyro or an old experienced one. How use- 
ful it is when the great or near great fall ill—for 
several days, or sometimes right up to the very end, 
the doctors can bamboozle the public by assuring 
the public that the distinguished patient has mere- 
ly "contracted a. severe cold." 
" The young doctor who has Just buried a patient 
naturally hates to lose any more practice and so 
he cudgels his conscience and loudly proclaims his 
cri is not communicable. In this piece of dirty work 
he has the moral support of the best medical au- 
thorities and of the majority of present health ad- 
ministrators. 
According to the peculiar ethics of these old fogy 


health authorities and reactionary physicians a 
"cold" is likely to be communicable only when the 
other fellow has it. This is a rather characteristic 
Yankee trick. 
What assurance has his patients that the young 


doctor the nurse describes was not coming down 
with diphtheria or with infantile paralysis? Abso- 
lutely none.

problem.

It is explained that some rail- 
roads own steamship lines or hotels, 
a few have investments in mining or 
other enterprises, and in general, rail- 
roads acquire land along their righi- 
of-way at places where it seems 
probable that they may have to in- 
crease their facilities. Until this land 
is put to railroad use, a company 
simply gets the best income out of it 
that it can. Property which is not 
used in the service of transportation 
is not included in railroad valuations 
nor considered in determining whe- 
ther rates arc adequate or reasonable 
Neither the profits nor tho losses-arc 
chargeable to railroad operation.

2S of 35 malried men have beaten bac! 
to a useful career, while only 11 o 
17 single men and 3 of 13 classifie 
as" separated, divorced, or widower 
are successful.
